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PREFACE 


The  American  Foundation  for  Overseas  Blind,  Inc.,  is  pleased  to  present 
its  first  directory  of  agencies  serving  the  blind  and  organizations  of 
the  blind  in  Latin  America  and  the  Caribbean  Islands.  A  need  for  this 
publication  has  been  evident  for  several  years.  The  first  attempt  to 
prepare  this  publication  was  made  in  195U  but  at  that  time  the  response 
to  our  request  for  information  was  so  limited  that  it  was  impossible  to 
compile  a  reasonably  accurate  directory.  In  July,  1958,  a  second  attempt 
was  initiated  to  solicit  the  necessary  information  by  sending  a  questionaire 
to  all  known  agencies,  organizations  and  institutions  of  and  for  the  blind. 

This  time  the  response  was  very  gratifying.  With  the  help  of  the  known 
organizations,  others  were  located  so  that  we  now  feel  that  we  have  knowledge 
of  most  of  the  existing  services  for  the  education,  rehabilitation  and  general 
welfare  of  the  blind  in  this  area  of  the  world.  Even  though  attempts  were 
made  to  determine  what  services  were  available  in  French  Guiana  and  Nicaragua, 
no  specific  institutions  or  organizations  could  be  located. 

The  information  about  the  services  of  the  various  institutions  and  organizations 
was,  in  most  instances,  given  by  the  agencies  themselves.  In  the  case  of  those 
Caribbean  Islands  which  are  members  of  the  British  Commonwealth  information  has 
been  secured  from  the  Annual  Report  l°57/58,  of  the  Royal  Commonwealth  Society 
for  the  Blind,  London,  England,  and  from  agency  reports  in  the  files  of  the 
American  Foundation  for  Overseas  Blind. 

Listing  of  any  agency,  organization  or  institution  in  this  directory  does  not 
imply  endorsement  of  standards  by  the  American  Foundation  for  Overseas  Blind, 
nor  does  it  involve  any  evaluation  of  the  services  offered. 

The  American  Foundation  for  Overseas  Blind,  wishes  to  thank  all  of  the  agencies 
who  replied  to  its  questionaire,  thereby  making  this  directory  possible.  It  is 
our  hope  that  through  this  publication  a  further  step  will  be  made  toward 
greater  cooperation  between  the  organizations  serving  blind  people  within  each 
country  and  between  the  countries  in  Latin  America  and  the  Caribbean  Islands.
